The  Sacred  Vessels 


C-i-b-O-r-i-U-m  —  In  the  picture,  the  large 
gold  cup  with  the  cover  on  it  is  called  a  ciborium.  The 
small  hosts  are  placed  in  the  ciborium  to  be  consecrated. 

After  the  Consecration,  The  Holy  Hosts  which  have 
not  been  given  to  the  people  at  Holy  Communion  are 
kept  in  the  ciborium.  And  the  ciborium  is  kept  in  the 
tabernacle. 

C-h-a-l-i-C-e  —  The  other  gold  cup  is  called  a 
chalice.  The  chalice  is  to  hold  the  wine  which  is  to  be 
consecrated.  And  after  The  Consecration,  Jesus  is  present 
under  the  appearance  of  wine. 

P-a-t-e-n  —  The  little  gold  plate  near  the 
chalice  is  called  a  paten.  On  the  paten  is  a  large  host. 
The  large  host  becomes  A  Holy  Host  when  the  priest 
uses  the  power  Jesus  gave  him.  It  is  This  Host  which 
the  priest  holds  up  high.

With  the  holy  oil  he  would  anoint  my 
eyes,  my  ears,  my  nostrils,  my  mouth  and 
my  hands.  And  during  the  anointing,  the 
priest  would  pray  to  God  to  forgive  all  the 
sins  that  I  had  ever  committed  in  using  my 
eyes,  my  ears,  my  nostrils,  my  mouth  and 
my  hands. 

"Then  I  would  have  received  the 
Sacrament  called  Extreme  Unction. 
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"I  am  telling  you  now  only  a  little 
about  the  Sacrament  of  Extreme  Unction. 
But  later  in  your  life  you  will  learn  more 
about  this  Sacrament,  and  just  what  mother 
or  you  or  I  should  do  to  be  ready  for  the 
priest  if  he  were  coming  to  our  house  to 
give  the  Sacrament  of  Extreme  Unction/ ' 
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What  Sacrament  can  a  person  receive  only  when 
he  is  very  sick? 

When  anyone  is  receiving  the  Sacrament  of 
Extreme  Unction,  what  does  the  priest  use  when  he  is 
anointing  him?

"You  will  learn  much  more  about  the 
Sacrament  of  Matrimony  when  you  are 
older.  For  good  Catholics  always  try  to 
find  out  all  that  Jesus'  Church  teaches 
about  every  Sacrament. 

"And  Jesus'  Church  tells  us  some  very 
important  things  about  marriage.  For  it 
tells  those  who  are  going  to  be  married  and 
those  who  are  married  what  they  must  do 
if  they  want  to  have  God's  blessing  for 
themselves  and  for  their  children. 


NOTHER  Sacrament  of  Jesus' 
Church  is  called  Holy  Orders.  And  all  of 
Jesus'  priests  have  received  this  Sacrament. 

"FOR  TO  BECOME  ONE  OF 
JESUS'  PRIESTS  IT  IS  NECESSARY  TO 
RECEIVE  THE  SACRAMENT  CALLED 
HOLY  ORDERS. 

"Jesus'  bishops  and  priests  are  given  the 
power  to  offer  Holy  Mass.  They  are  given 
the  power  to  forgive  our  sins.  And  it  is 
through  Jesus'  bishops  and  priests  that  we 
receive  all  the  other  Sacraments. 

"So  you  see  how  grateful  we  should  be 
to  Jesus  for  giving  us  the  Sacrament  of 
Holy  Orders."
